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The accompanying statistical report, showing the number of 
weeks the public schools have been kept in each district, the 
whole number of scholars that have attended each school, and 
such other information as the Superintending School Committee 
is required to furnish annually to the town, is not correct in 
every particular. 

The Committee must, of necessity, depend upon the School 
Registers to furnish the items upon which their report is based. 
Aside from their own personal knowledge of the general condition 
of the schools—which is not supposed to include all the facts 
which it is necessary for them to know in order to make such a 
report as is required by law—their only reliance is upon the 
records of the several schools, which the teachers are required 
to furnish through the School Register. 















If the information thus furnished is meager, imperfect, or oth- 
erwise incomplete, it follows, as a matter of course, that the report 
of the Committee cannot be as full or as reliable as it should be. 
Without wishing to charge any one with a lack of fidelity, or 
wilful neglect in the matter, we are compelled tu say that a 
School Register properly filled out, and returned in accordance 
with the law, is a rare and exceptional thing in the experience 
of your Committee. In most cases it is believed that the teach- 
ers do as well as they know. Ia others it would seem as though 
the numerous errors which occur are due to carelessness or neg- 
ligence. 

To many, and especially young teachers, the Register is a - 
puzzle, and they do not know how to solve it. Let all such sub- 
mit the case to the Superintending Committee, who will be wil- 
ling to help them, and we would suggest, also, that in the future, 
Prudential Committees comply with the statute law, which re- 
quires teachers to present a certificate from the Superintending 
School Committee, stating that the record of the term has been 
)correctly made and duly returned, before receiving payment for 
their services. Complete, and, so far as we are able to judge, 
correct returns, were made by the teachers in Districts Nos. 9 

and 7. 
)} The Superintending School Committee is required to make an 
annual report to the town of ‘‘the number of children of each sex 
between five and fifteen years of age reported by the Selectmen.” 
) We have made such a report, knowing, however, that it is not 
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correct. Special attention is called to the manner in which the 
enumeration is now made, viz., that of depending upon the re- 
turns made upon the inventory blanks, which are not sworn to, 
or verified in any way. Such returns are not trustworthy, and 
cannot be relied upon to furnish the data for a correct report to 
either the state or the town. 

Twenty-three children between the ages of five and fifteen are 
reported as not attending school during the year. In our opin- 
ion the number is somewhat larger. Of those who have been 
enrolled as pupils, and attended school two weeks or more, & 
considerable number have not complied with the law afiecting 
children between the ayes of five and fifteen, and five and twelve. 
In District No. 9 forty-five are reported as not attending school 
for the length of time required by law, of children of school age. 


Non—A TrENDANCE. 


A glance at the records is sufficient to show that of those who 
enter the schools at the beginning of the term, and are reckoned 
as pupils to the end thereof, some can hardly be classed as 
pupils in the true sense of the word, as their attendance is very 
irregular. The non-attendance in half days is something to be 
greatly Jamented and heartily ashamed of. The enormous loss 
to the pupils occasioned thereby cannot be estimated, but it will 
most surely make itself felt later in life. The existence of this 
fact does not seem to be recognized by parents and guardians as 
it should be. If every mark in the School Register indicating 
that a pupil was absent from his seat at school during school 
hours represents a corresponding vacuum in his mind, the empti- 
ness of some minds, if it could be seen, would be a pitiful thing 
to behold. If a school is what it ought to be, no pupil can be 
absent from a single class recitation without suffering a serious 
loss. Parents frequently find fault with a teacher because their 
children do not ‘‘get along well’ in their studies. The fault is 
not with the teacher, but with the parents who allow their children 
to absent themselves from school on the slightest pretext ; to at- 
tend parties, balls and other places of amusement, which deprives 
them of a proper amount of sleep, diverts their minds from their 
studies, and unfits them for the duties of the school room. The 
remedy for non-attendance is to be found at the very point where 
it originates—in the home. Let parents feel that it is a matter

of importance that the child be in in his seat at the opening of 
the daily session of the school, and see that only sickness, or 
some other reasonable excuse keeps him from school during a 
single day of the term. In the school, as everywhere else, reg- 
ularity, industry, perseverance, fidelity in all things, great and 
small, wins the prize. 

It is the opinion of your Committee that the general condition 
of the schools of the past year has been better than that of the 
previous year. As usual, the schools have been of varying de- 
grees of excellence. While there is yet much room for im- 
provement, much to be desired in the way of greater efficiency 
on the part of teachers, we are glad to be able to report that no 
teacher bas proved himself or herself wholly incompetent in the 
discipline, instruction and management of a school. The work, 
on the whole has been fairly well done, considering the fact that 
many of the schools are small, and the salaries of the teachers 
correspondingly low. In most of the districts of this town the 
small appropriation for school purposes is not large enough to 
secure the services of a trained and competent teacher for a single 
term of twelve weeks. Consequently the teacher that is willing 
to give the longest amount of time for a small amount of money, 
is the one to be hired, as a general thing, without special reference 
to his or her fitness for the position. | We think, however, that 
the smaller districts have been fortunate in securing the services 
of as good a class of teachers as have been in charge of the 
schools during the year. In nearly one half of the schools, only 
one teacher has been employed for the year. 

A special statute enacted by the last Legislature enjoins the 
teaching of temperance in connection with physiology and 
hygiene in all the public schools of the state. It becomes neces- 
sary, therefore, to make some provision for carrying out this 
act. A text book which shall be an elementary treatise on 
‘‘Physiology, Hygiene, and the effects of stimulants and narcot- 
ics on the human system,”” embodying correct principles of in- 
struction on the subject, as required to be taught by law, is 
needed. Hereafter teachers will be examined on this subject 
before receiving a certificate. We recommend that all who ex- 
pect to teach in this town the coming year devote some time to 
the study of the subject of Physiology and Hygiene, with special 
reference to the effects of stimulants and narcotics. 
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We believe that the usefulness of our schools would be greatly 
advanced if more attention were to be given to some branches 
which are now sadly neglected. Among these we mention 
drawing, which, at the present time is not taught in more than 
one or two of our schools. The delineation of objects, by the 
art of design is so important that it should not be neglected in 
our common school course of study. Not only does its practice 
tend to cultivate habits of close observation, and the exercise of 
judgment, but the blending of art with industry in our time 
makes it almost a necessity for all classes and grades of society. 
There is hardly any branch of industry in which drawing is not 
required. 

Written exercises in spelling should, in a great measure, super- 
sede the present oral method, as soon as the child is far enough 
advanced to write or print the words of the lesson upon the 
blackboard or slate. Natural methods of education, which de- 
velop and strengthen the mental faculties of the child, teaching 
him to think for himself, should take the place of the me- 
chanical habit of learning the contents of text books by rote, 
and cramming the mind with a mass of indigestible facts. 

But the advance that is most needed is the waking up of both 
teachers and pupils to the fact that if there is one thing more 
than any other that our common schools should aim to do, it is 
to teach the child to speak and write the English language ‘‘with 
ease, precision, conciseness, and as much elegance as may be.” 
And no child should be sent forth from our public schools at 
twelve years of age without being able to speak and write his 
native tongue with a fair degree of ability. More attention should 
be given to this subject in our common schools. More time 
should be devoted to the ‘‘art of expression,” and to written ex- 
ercises in composition. Every lesson in the school room af- 
fords an opportunity for the teacher to cultivate in her pupils the 
habit of expressing their thoughts with ease and propriety. 

Many of the school buildings are wholly unfit for the uses to 
which they are now put. It is a duty that we owe to the rising 
generation to provide for the purposes of education, pleasant, 
well ventilated, comfortable school houses, and all needed ap- 
paratus for use in the school room. It is a law of Nature tbat 
whatever produces disagreeable sensations or impressions is ever 
afterward associated in our thoughts and feelings with what we 
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were doing at the time we received them. Hence the importance 
of making the associations of school life as pleasurable as may 
be. 

We offer a few suggestions,in regard to the means whereby 
the public schools of this town may be greatly improved, and 
their influence increased. In the first place we believe that the 
town system has many and great advantages over the present 
district system. It is established by the experience of those 
towns in which it has been in operation for a term of years that 
the town sygtem furnishes more and better schools than does the 
district system, and at a cost less in proportion to the quality of 
the school, and, sometimes, less in the money paid out. The 
town system also equalizes the burden of supporting schools, and 
tends to equalize the school advantages, furnishing to the more 
favored parts of the town as good schools as does the district 
system, and better schools to the less favored parts of the town 
than they have with the district system. It permits, but does 
not require a less number of schools than are maintained under the 
present system. It affords a more uniform system of instruc- 
tion; secures better teachers, and is calculated to raise the 
standard and efficiency of all the schools, but more especially 
those in the ‘‘back districts.” 


We need a class of teachers thoroughly familiar with the best 
methods of instruction; who know a great deal more than they 
are required to teach; men and women possessing a wide range 
of knowledge, with varied resources and methods, and skill in 
the use of the same. ‘he standard, both of qualification and 
service, should be higher than itis. The interests of common 
school education demand the best efforts of gifted and cultivated 
intellects. Education has its distinct object, viz., the training 
and development of all the faculties of the child’s nature, intel- 
lectual, moral and spiritual. It should have also its distinct art 
—the art of teaching. It is contrary to any principle of com- 
mon sense, or human experience, that a person should under- 
stand this science, any more than that of astronomy or chemistry, 
without having studied it. ‘The attempt to exercise the functions 
and perform the duties of any other profession whatever, without 
previous preparation for it, would expose one to ridicule, and 
justly so. The business of the teacher is not merely to hear a 
scholar say a lesson, but to educate him; to develop his intel- 
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lectual faculties. Too many of the teachers employed in our 
public schools have no love for their work ; they have no thought 
of adopting teaching as a profession ; they are school keepers, not 
school teachers. The business of education is a responsible one. 
The office of the teacher is a sacred office. We need for this 
work and calling ‘ta workman who needeth not to be ashamed.” 

The center of all interest for every citizen of this town is the 
best common school for the use of this community during the 
next fifteen years. Those who have children of school age can- 
not afford to wait half a score of years for improvements which 
ought to be begun now; and those who have no children to be 
educated may well stop to consider if they can afford to allow 
the schools to be run on the ‘‘narrow gauge” plan for lack of 
proper support, and indifference to the best methods of instruc- 
tion. The best schools in any community will inevitabiy attract 
the best, the most substantial people. On the other hand, if 
there is anything that will drive a township down into permanent 
obscurity, making it a place to be hated by aspiring youth, and 
shunned by all intelligent and enterprising people, it is the 
‘‘screw of economy” turned upon the appropriation for school 
purposes. Declining prosperity, social and intellectual deadness 
is the inevitable outcome of indifference to the interests of educa- 
tion—that realm of life where all classes have a common interest. 
‘*The people’s common school is the people’s university of Amer- 
ican citizenship.” Hence it should be the aim and object of 
every American community to make the common school the best 
thing possible. And whatever methods of instruction, whatever 
training, whatever taxation is necessary to secure this end, is 
demanded, and should be sustained by the majority. And the 
best policy for a town is the policy that looks to this result, viz., 
the best public schools that can be maintained.

The success and efficiency of a high school depend largely 
upon the public sentiment in regard to it. It is just here that 
Peterboro’ seems to be deficient. So far as it goes, our high 
school is excellent. It is probably better equipped for its work 
than any school of its grade in any town of the size of Peterboro’ 
in this state. That so many of our boys and girls should de- 
prive themselves of its advantages is a burning shame to the 
town. Rindge, with less than half our population, enrolled forty 
in its high school last year. 

Again, we need a different standard from the present one, by 
which to gauge our teachers. <A tendency is abroad in the town 
to judge a teacher by his ability in other departments of life than 
that of teaching—business, social or religious. If he is a genuine 
man, and possesses these other qualities, his power for good in 
the school room is so much increased. But these of themselves 
will not make him an efficient teacher. Given, a man of good 
moral character, three tests only should be applied to him: 1st, 
his knowledge of the principles of education; 2d, his methods 
of instruction; 3d, his government of the school. A teacher who 
can stand these three tests will carry into his work, knowledge, 
training, vigor, enthusiasm, practical qualities. With these pre- 
liminary remarks, the following more definite report is submitted. 

Spring term. Teacher, C. L. Rich. The qualities that made 
the two preceding terms of Mr. Rich’s service so successful were 
even more prominent this term. The enthusiasm of the scholars 
lost none of its vitality. The term closed under favoring cir- 
cumstances. . 

Fall term. Charles N. Bently, teacher. During the summer 
Mr. Rich tendered his resignation in order to accept a position 
in the bank at East Jaffrey. The apprehension. felt by those 
most interested in the prosperity of the school was dispelled by 
Mr. Bently’s first appearance in the school room. During the 
previous year the sciences had received the most prominence ; 
but Mr. Bently’s forte was the languages and Arithmetic. The 
interest of the school was well sustained. 

Winter term. Albert D. Smith, teacher. While the school 
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was taking its Thanksgiving recess, Mr. Bently ‘‘folded his tent 
like the Arabs, and as silently stoleaway.” Great expectations 
for the winter term had been entertained by the scholars, and 
the term opened with a school nearly twice as large as that of 
the preceding term. This increase was due, Ist, to the ad- 
vancement of a class from the Grammar School, to relieve its 
overburdened teacher; 2d, to the attendance of several who 
wished to take an elective course in the school. Without any 
justifiable excuse, thirteen of those enrolled at the beginning of 
the term did not retain their connection to its close. Those who 
remained were for the most part diligent, and on examination 
day acquitted themselves very much as one might have expected 
from their regular or irregular attendance, as revealed by the 
register. 

The task to which Mr. Smith was called was rendered pecul- 
iarly difficult, partly because the school was disappointed at be- 
ing obliged to again change its teacher, and partly because the 
teacher himself came immediately from an exhausting terin’s 
work. It seems more than probable that Mr. Smith has not 
passed for what he is really worth. On the whole, the promise 
for the next term is encouraging.

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The work which has been done by the Library Committee 
during the past year, involving some slight, though important 
changes in the care and management of the Library, calls for a 


more extended report than has usually been made. 


THE CATALOGUE. 


The work of cataloguing the books was begun in March, 1883, 
and the catalogues were ready for distribution in January, 1884. 
One thousand copies were printed—forty copies bound in cloth 
and the remainder in stiff paper—at an expense of about $425, 
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including cost of printing, clerical work,. and cards for cat- 
aloguing. By printing a larger number of copies than was at 
first proposed by the committee when an appropriation was asked 
for that purpose, and the additional cost of binding in lined, in- 
stead of plain paper covers, the total expense was increased by 
about $100, but in the judgment of a majority of your commit- 
tee, it was considered best to incur the extra expense. After a 
thorough and painstaking investigation of the subject of ‘+cata- 
logues and cataloguing,” embracing the reports of librarians and 
trustees of more than one hundred public libraries, and having 
consulted personally or by letter several others whose experience 
and knowledge of library work qualifies them to give helpful, prac- 
tical suggestions on the subject, we came to the conclusion that 
the system adopted, viz., that of an author and title list, alpha- 
betically arranged is best adapted to meet the wants of the larg- 
est class of readers. Mr. F. B. Perkins of the Boston Public 
Library says: ‘‘It is indispensab/e, practically, that the alphabet- 
ical method of cataloguing, and not the classification method should 
be followed, for the plain reason that the English alphabet is a 
key whose use is familiar to a great many more people than 
the use of any classification by subjects.” He says also that it is 
desirable that books should appear three times—under the au- 
thor’s name, the title of the book, and the subject; ‘‘but,” he 
adds, ‘‘if one of the three must be omitted it should be the 
third, that is, the subject.” This we felt that we were com- 
pelled to do, as the expense of publishing an author, title and 
subject catalogue would have been considerably in excess of the 
appropriation. The new catalogue, then, undertakes to answer 
three questions, viz.: ist, ‘‘Has the library such a book by a 
certain author?” (‘‘Have you ‘‘Heredity,’ by Ribot?”’) ; 2d, 
‘“*What books have you by a certain author?” (‘*What books 
have you by J. G. Holland?’) ; 3d, ‘‘Is there a book in the 
Library with a given title?” (‘‘Have you Elsie Vennor?”’) To 
these three questions, which every catalogue should be able to 
answer quickly, the new catalogue gives ready and reliable an- 
swers. In addition to this, a complete subject index of all the 
books in the library has been prepared, classified according to 
subjects and forms of literature, arranged for convenient and 
ready reference, and bound in ‘‘Common Sense Binders,” so 
that the librarian is prepared to answer all inquiries relating to

books on any subject. For instance, if you want to know what 
books the library has on bee-keeping, or volcanoes, or philoso- 
phy, or education, the librarian can show you at once the entire 
list of books on these, or any other subjects. In the department 
of History, which includes geography, description, travels and 
biography, a full and systematically arranged subject index is 
printed. This covers those subjects upon which a majority of 
readers are most likely to consult a classified catalogue. We 
are confident that greater familiarity with the arrangement of 
the catalogue, and a frequent use of it for the purpose of find- 
ing a book quickly when the author’s name, or the title is known 
(a thing which the classified catalogue does not enable one to do 
readily) will justify the claims made for it by your committee, 
viz., that for most practical purposes it is the best catalogue 
that could be made for the money. At all events, as a simple 
act of justice, it is due to those who have carefully considered 
the whole subject, and iabored faithfully and conscientiously to 
give the public the best thing that could be provided with the 
means at their disposal, that captious criticism and querrulous 
fault-finding be suspended until a thorough and impartial exam- 
ination shall have established its merits or shown that it posses- 
es none. We are well aware that the easy use of a catalogue is 
very much a matter of habit, and that it requires some study to 
become well acquainted with any arrangement of books that can 
be made. Great care was taken in the correction of the proof 
sheets to verify the call numbers by comparing those given in 
the catalogue with the books on the shelves. 


CLASSIFICATION AND CarRD CATALOGUE. 


The plan of classification and cataloguing which has been 
adopted is what is known as the ‘*‘Dewey System,” first put in 
actual use in the Amherst College Library about ten years ago, 
and since adopted by a large number of libraries, both in this 
country and Europe. We desire to call attention to some of the 
practical advantages of this system, and the benefits to be de- 
rived from its use in our own library. A complete manuscript 
card catalogue of all the books of the library up to any date 
is constantly on hand. When a new book is received it is im- 
mediately entered in the card catalogue in its proper alphabetical 
place in the list. If at the expiration of aterm of years, it 
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should be found desirable to reprint the catalogue, the copy for 
the new catalogue will be all made up and ready for the printer, 
thus saving the expense of revising and re-writing the entire list 
of books. In this system the catalogue and book numbers re- 
main unchanged through all changes of shelving, but/dings, or ar- 
rangement. A book once numbered is numbered once for all. 
The great advantage of this will be readily seen when it is known 
that if we were compelled to remove our entire library from its 
present quarters on account of the destruction of the building by 
fire, or if the present mechanical arrangement of the room was 
to be changed by the addition of more shelving room (which will 
be necessary very soon for the proper accommodation of the 
library), no change would be necessary in the numbering of the 
books to meet these or any other emergencies which can possibly 
arise, and the present catalogue would be as true an index to 
the books on the shelves in any other place as it now is. By 
the use of this system books are more readily found than by the 
old method of numbering by alcoves, sections and shelves. It 
is an intellectual, instead of a mechanical arrangement, and it 
allows all books belonging to one class or treating of one subject 
to be placed together, without producing any derangement in 
the numbers. 


MetTuHop or DELIVERING BOoOKs. 


In a town library supported by taxation, justice demands that 
every resident should have an equal opportunity to use the 
books, subject to such regulatious and by-laws as it is found ex- 
pedient to adopt for the proper management and preservation of 
the library. There must be some security or guarantee that the 
books will be properly treated and promptly returned. If books 
were to be given out without some such regulations there would 
soon be no library to be cared for. Some method must be pre- 
scribed by which the public may have access to the books, defin- 
ing the conditions on which books may be taken from the library, 
otherwise confusion, disorder and loss will be the result. The 
fact is that there are some people in every community who will 
not do from a sense of duty and self respect what they will do 
under compulsion. It is enough to say on this point that the 
method adopted by your committee—which is simple, and not 
unjust or burdensome to any one—is that which universal expe- 
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rience has proved to be the best. It is the one that is in use in 
nearly every public library in the land. In the highest interests 
of the reading public, as well as for the permanent security and 
safety of the library, we beg leave to ask that all who draw 
books will cheerfully comply with the rules and regulations which 
have been adopted by the library committee and confirmed by 
a majority vote of the town. The public has duties in dealing 
with the library as well as the librarian and library committee. 
The one fault which the patrons of the library have most need 
to guard against in the use of it is unreasonableness. It is un- 
reasonable to demur on being asked to draw a book in the regu- 
lar way. It is unreasonable to complain at being confined to 
just such privileges as everybody else enjoys. It is unreasona- 
ble to grumble about paying a fine for keeping a book beyond 
the specified time. It is unreasonable to find fault with the cat- 
alogue because it does not tell you what book you want if you do 
not know yourself. It is unreasonable to abuse the librarian 
because she insists upon your drawing books in the manner pre- 
scribed by the library committee, and plainly printed on the 
library card. If all would observe the ‘‘plain rule of considerate 
courtesy” in dealing with the library, it would prevent injustice 
and undeserved annoyance, and at the same time permit that 
free criticism and suggestion which it is the privilege of every 
one to practice. 


~ 


System or CuHarcine Books. 


Brief mention ought to be made here of the new system of » 
charging books, and some of the practical benefits which the 
reading public will derive from its use. It enables the librarian 
to perform the duties of that office more quickly, and with less 
liability to mistakes. The library card being stamped with the 
date on which the book was drawn, shows the holder when it is 
due at the library, and corresponding as it must to the date on 
the charging slip which the librarian keeps, it does away with 
the possibility of misunderstandings between the librarian and 
the holder of books as to the date on which the book was drawn. 
It also does away with the necessity, which has heretofore exist- 
ed, of calling in the books once a year for the annual examina- 
tion of the library. Every book belonging to the library can be 
accounted for on any day of the year, while in circulation as 
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well as when on the shelves. It is possible for the librarian to 
tell immediately whether any book belonging to the library is on 
the shelves or not, and if not, where it is and when it is due at 
the library, and that without leaving her place at the counter. 
The great advantage of this to the readers will be readily seen. 
Formerly the people have been deprived of the use of the libra- 
ry for several weeks at a season, when many have more leisure 
for reading than at any other time during the whole year. With 
the check box now inuse, correct reports can easily be made of 
the monthly, and annual circulation of the library, and the num- 
ber of volumes taken out belonging to each class of literature. 
We have mentioned only a few of the many advantages of the 
present system of cataloguing, delivering, and charging of books. 
We feel sure that the methods adopted will commend themselves 
to the judgment of every intelligent citizen who uses the library, 
and when recognized will be courteously acknowledged. 


ACCESSIONS CATALOGUE. 


In addition to the labor of preparing and issuing the printed 
catalogue, an accessions catalogue has been made, which gives 
—in a book prepared expressly for that purpose—for each vol- 
ume belonging to the library: date of reception (when known), 
accessions number, class, book. and volume number, short title, 
place and date of publication, size, binding, cost, fund, or, if 
presented, the donor. This catalogue contains facts not else- 
where recorded, and is indispensable to the librarian and library 
committee in identifying books, and in keeping a correct record 
of all books, and of the transactions of the library. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


The accompanying list of books, purchased and donated since 
the last report, shows that a larger number of books has been ad- 
ded to the library during the past year than in most preceding 
years. It was found desirable to supply some deficiencies in sets 
of works, and to complete the list of works by some authors, that 
they might appear in the new catalogue. arly in the year it 
was found that the catalogue would not be published until near 
the close of the year. Accordingly, more books were pur- 
chased than the appropriation of 1883 provided for, not 
only that they might be entered in the new catalogue—thus 
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saving the expense and inconvenience of issuing a bulletin, or 
supplement so soon after the publication of the catalogue—but 
that a considerable number of new and desirable books might be 
put into the hands of the readers at once. Among. the latter is 
a complete set of the bound volumes of ‘‘Harper’s Monthly Mag- 
azine,” in perfect condition, bought for less than the cost of 
binding. | We considered it best to make these purchases this 
year for the reasons given above. 


CoNCLUDING REMARKS. 


The Peterborough Public Library is an institution of which 
every citizen in the town may justly be proud. It has an old 
and honorable record. It is the oldest Free Public Library in 
the world, supported by taxation. It is worthy of and entitled 
to the generous support of the town. It is a source of delight 
and profit to young and old, and we know whereof we affirm 
when we say that never since the date of the organization has it 
been on so good a footing as it is today. Every dollar that has 
been spent by your committee during the past year for the better 
equipment and furnishing of it, has been wisely and judiciously 
expended. The work that has been done is permanent; it w 
not have to be done over again. If the cost of doing this work 
and of providing the means for more efficient library work has 
exceeded the amount which was asked for by the committee, and 
generously and cheerfully provided by the town, it is not owing 
to wasteful or unwarranted expenditures on their part. The 
interests, the safety and permanent welfare of the library require 
an appropriation for the coming year of $225 and four-fifths of 
the literary fund, and we recommend that this amount be raised 
and appropriated for the use of the library.

SHLECTMEN’S RHPORT. 


We herewith respectfully submit a report of the financial tran- 
sactions and standing of all the departments having disbursements 
made by our orders on the treasurer. 


Upon petition, we have changed the location of the road up the 
Sand Hill, so called, changing the grade and making a harder road 
bed. We have also changed the location of the road near the house 
of George 8S. Morison, making a straighter and better road. Mr. 
Morison has been to all the expense of this last named improve- 
ment. We have built? an arch stone bridge over the Contoocook 
river near the Newton Corner, so called, and Prof. N. H. Morison 
has given $400 towards it. We would recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution by the town: 

Resolved, That in order to recognize the gift of Prof. N. H. Mor- 
ison towards the building of the stone bridge, it be known and 
called by the name of ‘‘The Morison Bridge.” 

We would recommend that the town adopt a system of replacing 
some of the wooden bridges by iron or stone bridges from time to 
time as it can be done without increasing too much the burden of 
taxation. 

The Selectmen were instructed to enforce the law relating to the 
sale of spirituous liquor, and the town appropriated $1000 for that 
purpose from any money in the treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated. We have not drawn or used any of that appropriation, but 
have received and paid over to the town $130, it being the half of 
the fines belonging to the town which have been collected from dif- 
ferent persons for violating the liquor law, and there are two more 
cases which be settled at the next term of court. 

Including the above statements, we think the following detailed 
Financial Report will clearly set forth the financial transactions 

and condition of the town.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterboro’, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town, on the second 
Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the tollowing 
subjects: 


ist. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2d. To choose all necessary Town Officers and Agents for the year ensuing. 

3d. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the support of schools; 
for the maintenance of the poor; for laying out and repairing highways, and building 
and repairing bridges; and for other necessary charges arising within the town, and 
appropriate the same. 

4th. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of the fire department, public library, street lamps, and grand army for me- 
morial day. 

5th. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate towards paying 
the town debt. 

6th. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers heretofore 
chosen, aud pass any vote relating thereto. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to enforce the law re- | 
lating to the sale of intoxicating liquors, and raise and appropriate money for the same, 
or take any action in relation to the same. 

8th. Tosee if the town will vote to replace any of the wooden bridges with stone or 
iron bridges, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue so much of the highway leading 
from Union street, so-called, over land of James M. Hastings to High street, so-called, 
asis included within the fence recently erected by said Hastings between said streets, 
if any part thereof is so included, and will accept in lieu of said highway so discon- 
tinued, a conveyance to the town of so much of said Hastings’ land as lies to the east- 
ward of said fence; or take any other action relative thereto. 

10th. To see if the town will vote to abolish any or all of the school districts 
therein, or make any changes in the lines of the districts, or take any other action in 
relation to the schools or school districts as authorized by chapter 86 of the general 
laws of New Hampshire. 

lith. To see if the town will vote to unite with district No. 1 in building a school 
house to be occupied jointly by the high school and the schools in district No. 1, and 
raise and appropriate therefor the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars; or take any 
other action relating to uniting with school district No. 1 in erecting a school building. 

12th. To see what action tbe town will take in regard to providing a sewer for the 
accommodation of the houses on the north side of Main street, and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. : 

13th. To see if the town will vote to construct a new gallery in the town hall build- 
ing and make other improvements therein, and to alter any portion of the exterior of 
said building. and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

14th. To see what action the town will take in regard toa safer and more convenient 
entrance to the hall occupied by the Odd Fellows, or to provide fire escapes in case 
of fire, or take any action thereon, and to raise and appropriate money for the same. 

15th. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of chapter 42 of the laws of 
1883, regulating the sale and inspection of milk. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of chapter 92 of the laws 
of 1883, amending chapter 55 of the general laws of New Hampshire in relation to de- 
livering of the blank inventories before the 20th day of March. 

\7th. To see if the town will vote toadoptthe provisions of chapter 111 of the laws of 
1883, in amendment of section 9 of chapter 40 of the general laws, relating to choice 
and duties of town officers.
